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Iran finds copter ditched by raiders 

TEHRAN, May 5 (R) — Iran’s armed forces announced tonight 
they had discovered the one remaining missing helicopter ditched 
by U.S. commandos in the southern Iranian desert during the 
abortive American raid on Iran 10 days ago. The armed forces 
joint chiefs of staff said the six-blade Sea Stallion helicopter was 
found in a remote location in the south of Kerman province. The 
illfated military operation, intended to free the American hos- 
tages from the U.S. embassy in Tehran, was launched from the 
aircraft carrier Nimitz in the Oman Sea on April 24. It ended in 
disaster the following morning. The bodies of the American 
commandos who died began their last journey home today and 
will be flown to Switzerland, tomorrow. Greek Catholic Arc- 
hbishop Hilarion Capucci, who will accompany the bodies to 
Zurich, Papal Nuncio Annibale Bugnini and Swiss Ambassador 
Erik Lang formally took.charge of the bodies at Tehran’s central 
morgue early today.

Crowds several hundred 
thousands strong gathered despite 
wet and gloomy weather in Ljubl- 
jana and the Croatian capital of 
Zagreb, to pay a farewell tribute 
to Tito as his body was brought 
back to Belgrade to lie in state at 
the federal parliament until his 
funeral takes place on Thursday. 

Lines of people kilometres long 
stood beside the tracks as the 
“train of sorrow” passed by the 
people who included peasants 
from adjoining fields and colliers 
from nearby mines. Many had 
tears in their eyes. 

Zagreb Mayor Dragutin Flasca 
broke down and wept during a 
brief speech when he read the line 
of a traditional song: “Comrade 
Tito, we swear to you never to 
stray from your path.” 

Royalty, heads of state, gov- 
ernment leaders and top-ranking 
officials from nearly eveiy nation 
in the world are expected to attend 
the funeral.

AMMAN, May 5 (JT) - The Royal Court announced last night that 
it will observe a three-day mourning period following the death of 
Yugoslavia’s late President Josip Broz Tito. 

The announcement expressed His Majesty King Hussein’s and 
the Jordanian people’s deep grief and sadness at the death of 
President Uto, daring whose presidency Jordan and Yugoslavia 
enjoyed very dose relations of friendship and cooperation. 

It paid tribute to President Tito, who it said strove hard to 
preserve the independence and sovereignty of his nation before, 
during and after the Second World War. 

The announcement also praised the late president for his staunch 
support for the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people and his 
leading role in the non-aligned movement.

Tehran Radio said Britain's 
ambassador to Iran, Sir John 
Graham, is in London, contacted 
the ministry to inform them that 
all (he hostages were safe except 
for one shot by the five Iranian 
gunmen holding the building, and 
thrown from an embassy window. 

The siege cume to its dramatic 
ending in a rapid sequence of 
events immediately after one of 
the hostages had been killed by up 
to five gunmen who seized the 
embassy last Wednesday. His 
body was pushed out through the 
embassy's front door. 

Two huge explosions then 
rocked the building, which burst - 
into flames. 

Police, reinforced by the British 
army's crack anti -guerrilla unit, 
the Special Air Services (SAS) 
regiment, then rushed the 
embassy. 

Gunfire cracked.flames roared 
out of the embassy windows, and 
then, through the smoke, a group 
of hostages were led out of an 
embassy side-door and put into 
waiting ambulances. 

Sir David McNee, London's 
police chief, told reporters that the 
government ordered the SAS 
regiment to storm the embassy 
when tin. gunmen threatened to 
kill a hostage every 50 minutes 
unless their demands were met. 

Sir David said police had 
appealed to the gunmen to keep, 
talking, but they had refused to 
respond. “A decision had to be 
taken urgently," he said. “I had no 
alternative but for the SAS to take 
action." 

With the approval of Home 
Secretary William Whitelaw, the 
troops went in. “They acted 
promptly and efficiently," Com- 
missioner McNee said. 

Mr. Whitelaw told the news 
conference: “The operation 
showed that we in Britain are riot 
prepared to tolerate terrorism in 
our capital city." 

Sir David said police had rried 
everything possible to end the 
siege peacefully except “giving in 
to terrorism which we never do." 

As 19 hostages were rescued 
tonight, and five had been 
released by last night, while one 
hostage was shot dead before the 
final operation began, the police 
figures showed that 25 were orig- 
inally captured by the gunmen. 

“1 am grateful that the hostages 
came out, except possibly for the 
one. and that they came out 
unscathed” the London police 
chief said. 

The survivors included three 
British hostages: police constable 
Trevor Lock, bundled inside the 
embassy when the gunmen 
stormed it last Wednesday. British 

Broadcasting Corporation techni- 
cian Sim Harris, trapped while 
applying for an Iranian visa, and 
embassy clerk Ronald Morris. 

Home Secretary Whitelaw told 
reporters: “ 1 1 was only when it was 
dear that failure to take further 
action was going to cosi more lives 
that we took our action.” 

_He said the operation was car- 
ried out with meticulous efficiency 
and skill, and was an outstanding 
success. 

The British governmem had 
made clear to Arab ambassadors 
in London that "in no cir- 
cumstances was the government 
prepa red to offer to the terrorists a 
safe conduct out of the country," 
the foreign office said tonight. 

“This would have been directly 
contrary to our international 
obligations and would have made 
a mockery of our steadfast oppos- 
ition to the spread of international 
terrorism," the foreign office 
added. 

The Iranian government had 
requested Britain at the beginning 
of the siege ro take all possible 
measures to safeguard the lives of 
their hostages. 

“We confirmed to their rep- 
resentatives in writing that this 
constituted the necessary consent 
f or our action the foreign office 
said. 

The embassy was on fire and 


police crouched behind trees and 
vans. A heavy pall of gunsmoke 
went up into the evening from the 
embassy. 

About 10 minutes of shooting 
followed the explosions. Then ail 
went quiet and, os black smoke 
billowed from the building, police 
crept closer and about a quarter of 
a mile from the embassy a crowd 
of Iranians shouted slogans in 
support of Ayatollah Khomeini. 

Flames shot out of a third-floor 
window of the building, and peo- 
ple came rushing out of the front 
entrance. The lull in shooting was 
broken after about 1 5 minutes by 
several bursts of automatic fire 
from the building. 

Gunmen were still occupying 
the building after the explosions 
and police marksmen crouched on 
the balconies of nearby buildings 
trying to pick the gunmen. 

A police helicopter circled 


overhead as the building blazed 
fiercely. It slowly hevered nearer 
to the building and stayed about 
200 metres above it and 300 
metres away. 

Four people were carried from a 
side-entrance of the embassy on a 
stretcher. About 20 minutes after 
the explosions, flames roared out 
of the building. 

As gunfire ceased, the fire 
engines moved closer to the 
embassy, while flames belched 
from its front windows. 


Half an hour after the first 
explosions, all action by the gun- 
men appeared to have ended. 

Firemen played their hoses and 
began to take control of the fire. A 
fleet of ambulances stood by near 
the building and police cautiously 
made their way doser to it in the 
hope of finding survivors. 

Suddenly through the smoke, a 


group of hostages were led out 
from a side -exit by police and they 
were put into waiting ambulances. 
They included both men and 
women. 

Two hooded men with hand- 
guns circled the road and passed in 
and out of parked cars, but there 
was no immediate indication 
whether they were gunmen or 
police marksmen. 

* The fire engines arrived on the 
scene just as the fire appeard to be 
taking a grip on the long terrace 
of houses mainly occupied by dip- 
lomatic missions. Several blocks 
alongside the four-storey embassy 
were evacuated soon after the 
siege began just before noon last 
Wednesday. 

A polioe spokesman said he 
could not give immediate details 
on the hostages in difference to 
their relatives. 


Israel troops break up girls 
demonstration, detain scores 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
May 5 (Agencies; -- Israeli forces 
today fired tear gas to break up a 
demonstration of Arab high 
school girls in the occupied West 
Bank town of Ramallah, military 
sources said. The girls had blocked 
a nearby road with burning tyres, 
the sources said. 

The Israelis also detained sev- 
eral score residents of the Nur 

Shams refugee camp near Tul- 
karem suspected of stoning Israeli 
vehicles last night. One stone hit 
the military governor of Tul- 
karem. Lt-Col. Shalom Musafi, 
who was slightly wounded. The 
camp was placed under curfew. 

A commercial strike broke out 
in the town of Halhoul, whose 
mayor. Mr. Mohammad Milhem 
was among three Palestinian lead- 
ers deported on Saturday fol- 
lowing the killing of six Israelis by 
Palestinian commandos in nearby 
Hebron. Israeli soldiers ordered 
merchants to open shops. 

The Israc/i high court in 
occupied Jerusalem ordered the 
authorities not to expel four prom- 
inent West Bank Arabs without 
legal proceedings, as was done in 
the case of the three deported 
leaders. 

The four, among them deputy 
Bethlehem Mayor George Haz- 
boun, told the court they had been 
warned by Israeli officials that 
they would be deported if they 
engaged in anti-Israeli protests. 

Hebron remained under curfew 
for the third straight day while 
soldiers hunted For the com- 
mandos, they said. 

Three Arabs were arrested in 
occupied Jerusalem following the 
.stoning of an Israeli bus. 

Meanwhile, Israeli Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman today 
rejected extremist demands for 
punitive action against Pales- 
tinians of the occupied West Bank 
in revenge for the Hebron raid. He 
was addressing an emotionally- 
charged special session of the 
Israeli Knesset after the ambush 
against the settlers. 

As Mr. Weizman spoke the lat- 
est round of Palestinian autonomy 
was running into acute difficulties 
in meetings at the coastal resort of 
Herzlia north of Tel Aviv, 


Mr. Weizman told the Knesset 
the government had derided to 
isolate Hebron and the neighbour- 
ing town of Halhoul but hoped it 
would not have to take similar 
actions against other towns in the 
West Bank. 

Demands have been raised over 
the weekend not for strong 
retaliatory action by security 
forces but for a programme of 
massive Jewish settlement in 
occupied lands to demonstrate 
Israel’s determination to keep 
them under its own domination. 

The Hebron raid cast their 
shadow over the Herzlia talks 
where delegates of Israel, Egypt 
and the United States spent most 
■of the day arguing about pro- 
cedures for a discussion of West 
Bank security under an aut- 
onomous regime. 

After a weekend of argument 
on procedural questions, the 
Israeli, Egyptian and United 
States delegates to the autonomy 
talks gathered for an informal 
meeting at which nothing had 
been settled except the state of the 


conference furniture. 

The parties had been split over 
whether or not to hold a full ple- 
nary session or to carry on with 
separate talks between deleg- 
ations. They reached a com- 
promise whereby all three deleg- 
ations met at half strength and, 
instead of seated round the main 
conference table, drew up arm 
chairs opposite each other. 

Egypt had earlier suspended the 
talks in the subcommittees dealing 
with economic and legal questions 
until Israel would agree to the 
formation of a committee to dis- 
cuss security questions. The Egy- 
ptians rejected Israel’s proposal to 
discuss security only in a plenary ’ 
session. 


The three sides had intended to 
speed up the talks to meet the 
target date of May 26. But as the 
day ended, the negotiators had 
again been chiefly engaged in 
questions of procedure and 
technicalities, without advancing 
towards an acceptable solution, 
Israeli sources said.

AT A time when discord and disunity seem to rule the 
world, the family of mankind today finds itself united in 
paying tribute to Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia, who died on 
Sunday aged 87. 

It is hard to think of another world figure, past or 
present, who could inspire so unanimous an outpouring of 
worldwide grief and tribute. His final struggle against death 
was as long and heroic as his lifelong struggle against fasc- 
ism, inequality and injustice -- a struggle for which all 
people and all nations have cause today to be grateful to 
him. 

Tito was a giant on the world stage -- a visionary and 
statesman the likes of whom may not be seen again in a 
world whose dynamics seem to require more pragmatic, 
expedient leadership. Throughout his life, he took risks and 
gambles which paid off handsomely in the form of the unity 
and independence which Yugoslavia enjoys today. 

The Third World has especial cause to pay tribute to 
Marshal Tito. Twenty years ago, when the developing 
countries — many of them newly launched on the perilous 
road to independence -- faced the prospect of victimisation 
and exploitation by the Big Powers of East and West, Tito 
and a handful of other (also now departed) leaders — 
Nehru, Nasser, Nkrumah — conceived the “third way” of 
non-alignment. For these past two decades, that concept 
has played a major part in helping those countries to pre- 
serve their independence and their economic and political 
integrity. The challenges to non-alignment in today’s 
interdependent world are great indeed; in his last year, Tito 
journeyed to the non-aligned summit in Havana, where he 
resolutely sounded a warning to the movement — now 
more than a hundred strong — about the perils and pitfalls 
of “natural alliances” and other deviations from the course 
of true non-alignment. His message is being tested today in 
Afghanistan. 

Tito applied his passion for justice and freedom to the 
Middle East, where he was a steadfast and valued sup- 
porter of the Arab national struggle. He was a trusted 
friend and counsellor to the states of this region and a 
strong fighter for Arab rights in many international forums. 
He made his last visit to Jordan only a year or so ago. 

In all these respects, and many more, he will be greatly 
missed. Jordanians join with millions around the world in 
extending condolences to the Yugoslav people on the pas- 
sing of one of the last great public figures of our age.

Palestine council denounces 
deportation of Palestinians 


AMMAN, May 5 (JT) - The 
members of the Palestinian 
National Council in Jordan issued 
a statement today denouncing 
Israel's deportation of three not- 
able West Bank citizens including 
the Mayor of Hebron, Mr. Fahd 
Al Qawasmi. and the Mayor of 
Halhoul. Mr. Mohammad 
Milhem. 


“The new Zionist crime." the 
statement said, “is an escalation of 
Israel's oppressive measures and 
campaign of intimidation 
designed to curb the uprising of 
the Palestinian people" who are 
determined to fight the self-rule 
scheme and to continue the 
struggle, whatever the sacrifice, 
for the restoration of their 
usurped rights to self- 
determination and an inde- 
pendent state under the sole lead- 
ership of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation. 

In the struggle against Zionism, 
it stressed, all sectors of the Pales- 


tinian people are involved, lorm- 
ing one national unity which is 
bound lo abort all attempts by 
Zionists and their agents to lead 
the Palestinian people astray and 
distract them from their real 
struggle and their enemy with side 
issues. It said the Zionist enemy 
has now openly resorted to its sole 
weapon, that of intimidation, 
oppression, killings, demolition of 
homes, collective punishment and 
deportations. 

In this heroic struggle, which is 
growing in intensity every day. the 
tremendous potentials and energy 
of our peuple are released because 
this people is determined to win its 
just cause, the statement said. 

"In the course of this struggle." 
it added, “the real intentions of 
the Zionists and their pro lectors in 
Washington against the Pales- 
tinian people and the Arab nation 
at large arc becoming known to 
the world, as is the role which their 
agents like the traitor Sadat are 


playing in the region by sub- 
jugating the Arab people and 
returning them to slavery and 
imperialist domination. The impo- 
tence which is paralysing Arab 
resources is also becoming evi- 
dent. it is high time that these 
resources were mobilised in the 
sacred battle that is being waged 
against the Zionists, and their 
masters, for the liberation of Arab 
lands."

Spanish archaeological mission 
plans numerous projects in ’80

AMMAN, May 5 - Spanish- 
Jordanian cooperation in the 
study of Jordan's past was furth- 
ered this week by the visit here of 
Prof. Martin Almagroof the Uni- 
versity of Madrid. 

Prof. Almagro. who is director 
both of Spain's National 
Archaeological Museum and of 
the Spanish Archaeological Mis- 
sion in Jordan, left this morning 
after finalising with the Depart- 
ment of Antiquities plans for the 
mission's work in 1 980. 

He told the Jordan Times in an 
interview last night that work will 
begin on May 16, when his son Dr. 
Antonio Almagro arrives to 
resume the restoration of the 
Umayyad buildings of Amman’s 
Citadel. 

Cooperation between the Anti- 
quities Department and the Span- 
ish team has already' produced 
some notable results. This team 
cleaned, restored and published 
the famous frescoes at the Umay- 
yad desert retreat of Qusayr • Am- 
ra, and has so far made con- 
siderable progress in excavating 
and restoring the Citadel build- 
ings. 

One of the Spanish mission's 
major projects has, however, just 
barely begun. This is the pre- 
paration. by the extremely accu- 
rate yet difficult and expensive 
photogrammetric process, of 
topographical surveys of Jordan's 
antiquities. “We are making these 
surveys.” Prof. Almagro said. “so 
that archaeologists will have 
available accurate plans of any site 
where they want to work." 

Rather than having to spend

with non-violence 


The patience of the Palestinians under occu- 
pation is running out, and West Bankers, are tu P l ~ 
big more and more to civil disobedience ui the pee 
of ever-increasing Israeli encroachments on 
rights. In the following article, reprinted from the 
April 25 issue of the London-based Middle East 


ISRAEL’S decsion to permit Jewish settlement 
inside Arab Hebron is regarded by Palestinians of 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip as Prime Minister 
Begin's most provocative act against them so far. 
The mayors of the West Bank towns of Hebrorv 
HalhouL Ram all ah. Bethlehem and Nablus have 
ail agreed independently that since the Camp 
David accords the military authorities have 
increased in discriminate arrests, collective pun- 
ishments and land confiscations. But the Hebron - 
decision was the final straw. The Palestinians see it 
as a plan to expel them by the direct invasion of 
their towns. Their response to this new challenge 
should not be under-estimated. As Mohammad 
Mil hem, the mayor of Halhoul, (who has just been 
deported from the West Bank, along with the 
Mayor of Hebron. Mr. Fahd Qawasmi) explains, 
the Hebron decision represented “a very danger- 
ous turning point It showed us there is nothing 
left to be afraid of — what else can the Israelis do 
to us?... But we refuse to be thrown out of the 
West Bank!” 

How can the Palestinians combat Israeli 
designs? The call for more demonstrations and 
protest marches is one indication. Mayor 
Qawasmi of Hebron has asked for greater civil 
disobedience because “prisons can't threaten us 
any longer.” He has also suggested that Arabs 
should boycott the settlers by regusing to sell them 
goods. And there is talk of preventing Arabs from 
the occupied territories from working inside 
Israel. Thus, while few Palestinian leaders will talk 
about it in any depth, the impression is that large- 
scale non-violent action will be the Arab answer 
to Israel's newest challenge. 

There is an almost infinite variety of non- 
violent tactics that Palestinians could execute in 
the West Bank and Gaza. Non-compliance with 
Israeli civil regulations, work slowdowns, “over- 
loading” the military administration with irrelev- 
ant or far-fetched information, or minimising 
Arab dealings with the authorities, could all sub- 
stantially increase Israel's occupation expenditure 
of time, money and patience. This could further 
strengthen the anti-occupation lobby inside 
Israel. And world-wide TV broadcasts showing 
silent sit-ins in Jerusalem or hundreds of Pales- 
tinians standing in quiet protest beside their pre- 
1948 houses would pain the conscience of many a 
western liberal. 

Despite the potential advantages of passive 
resistance, however, the real question is whether 
conditions in the occupied territories are suitable 
for this style of struggle. Or does Israeli rule mean 
that resistance must be confined to sporadic 
bombings and throwing stones at jeeps? 

The physical characteristics qf the West Bank 
and Gaza pose serious problems for coordinated 
mass civil disobedience. The most immediate is 
that the two areas are 40 miles apart and are 
physically and socially different. This means sepa- 
rate planning and tactics. Gaza's small size and 
concentrated population offer easier logistics but 
give the Israeli military the same advantage. In the 
West Bank, geographical and demographic dis- 
tinctions make for the contrary. There is no one 
key population oentre. This deprives the Pales- 
tinians of a place ou which to focus their attention 
and to demonstrate their demands. Jerusalem 
offers the most logical possibility and the most 
obvious problems. The other Arab towns of Heb- 
ron, Nablus, Ramallah, and Bethlehem are all 
separated by long distances. And in between there 
are thousands of Arabs living in dozens of villages. 

Organisation would therefore represent an 
enormous difficulty. Communication would be 
the key to success but in mass, non-violent resis- 
tance, plans and strategies tend to be open and 
therefore easily known to the opposition. In the 
occupied territories this could be disastrous. The 
arrest of leaders and key activists the night before 
an event would be a serious blow to any mass 
action. Moreover, the Israelis could easily halt all 
traffic going to any particular site. This is a tactic 
often used when the mayors want to attend public 
meetings together. They are simply prevented 
from passing through the check-points set up out- 
s/de their towns, fii other cases, the army has 
turned back bus-loads of demonstrators. Another 
tactic has been to check ID cards at a pace that 
turns a 30-minute trip into an all-day affair. So, 
even when Palestinian leaders plan an event and 
mobilise the population, their is always the danger 
that the people will never arrive. 

The paucity of media attention is another prob- 
lem. Apart from the Arab newspapers, the Israeli 
press generally neglects or plays down Palestinian 
protests. And with exceptions such as Ammon 
Kupeliouk in Al Hamishmar, the Israeli media 
usually ignore or minimise the widespread use of 
bruta/ity by the military authorities in punishing 
Arab demonstrators. Physical beatings, summary 
prison terms, or collective punishments of entire 
towns are almost daily occurrences somewhere in 
the West Bank and Gaza. Since the western press

In our desire to 
respond quickly and effectively to 
tremendous social demands and 
pressures, the tendency has been 
to import ideas and technologies 
without reflecting on their suita- 
bility to the needs of our people. 
To absorb foreign architectural 
expression without thought or 
analysts, without adopting that 
which is valid and rejecting that 
which is inappropriate could lead 
to a grave and irreversible cultural 
alienation. We are in danger of 
losing that vital sense of continuity 
with our past without which, 1 
believe, we can have no real 
future. 

“ Much damage has been done, 
but it is not too late to check the 
erosion of our environment, to 
turn in new directions and work 
toward a future we can all be 
proud of. That is why, three years 
ago, I initiated the Aga Khan 
Award for Architecture. I decided 
that an award programme that 
offered substantial incentives for 
outstanding work, that was based 
on a serious intellectual exami- 
nation of the issues and that rec- 
ognised the contributions of all 
involved in the building process 
could do much .to stimulate true

excellence in Islamic architecture - 
Working with a distinguished 
international steering committee. 
I believe we can say that the 
response to the first award has jus- 
tified this belief.” 

King Hussein, responding to the 
Aga Khan's opening address, 
remarked on the significance of 
the Aga Khan award for Jordan. 
“We live in the historic centre of 
the Islamic world and are keenly 
aware of the need to associate a 
sense of identity with the best the 
Islamic world has to offer.”

Major 
public buildings and spaces are 
often large, easily identifiable and 
have considerable symbolic and 
physical presence within the envi- 
ronment. They are generally 
designed to last and may involve a 
substantial commitment of public 
funds. Therefore their design con- 
stitutes an important demon- 
stration of the architectural and 
planning principles that lie at the 
heart of the award programme. . 

“Public buildings, more than any 
other building tyne are a major 
force in creating taste in a given 
area or country. They are com- 
plicated structures which combine 
diverse functions and services in a 
single oomple. They may be 


technologically sophisticated, and 
can often be designed to meet 
stringent performance standards. 

"Architectural excellence in 
this area will thus demand much 
more than formal brilliance of 
conception or limited functional 
success. Buildings that fulfil a 
major public role are a result of 
many people's labours. They may 
involve government departments, 
developers and financiers, special- 
ised consultants, as well as the 
architect, the engineer and the 
contractor. They may require a 
design/build relationship and they 
may often require inputs from a 
wide range of professional dis- 
ciplines. Public buildings are the 
paradigm of the team approach.”

AMMAN. May 5 (JNA) - The cabinet yesterday endorsed an 
agreement on economic cooperation with Iraq signed last week.

AMMAN, May 5 1 JT) — "Population Growth in Jordan,** a seminar 
sponsored by the Department of Statistics, will open here Wednesday 
under the patronage of His Highness Crown Prince Hassan. The 
two-day seminar will evaluate the final report of the fertility survey 
carried out here in 1976 by the department in cooperation wit the 
World Fertility Survey (WFS), a non-profit London-based organ- 
isation. It will deal also with the policy implications of the survey, the 
need for further analysis of the data and the results of a four-year 
multi-purpose household survey conducted by the department. The 
seminar will be attended by population experts from U.S. uni- 
versities, the WFS and the United Nations Fund for Population 
Activities (UNFPA), the main funder of the fertility survey. 


AMMAN, May 5 (JNA) -The foreign affairs and legal committees of 

tbe National Consultative Council (NCO held meetings today under 
the chairmanship of the council's President, Mr. Ahmad Tarawneh.

Attending tbe meeting will be representatives of the 
Chamber of Industry, the Federation of Jordanian Chambers of 
Commerce, local banks and insurance companies. The discussion will 
centre around a memorandum which has been prepared by the 
private sector since its representatives held their first meeting with 
the prime minister last January to discuss the same issue. 


- AMMAN, May 5 (JT) — The Minister of Supply, Dr. Jawad Anani, 
win leave for Sofia tomorrow on a visit to Bulgaria to last several days. 
During the visit, which comes at the invitation of the Bulgarian 
government. Dr. Anani will open an exhibition of food products in 
Sofia. Dr. Anani said he will also hold talks with the Bulgarian trade 
minister and other officials on increasing the volume of trade bet- 
ween Bulgaria and Jordan, especially with regard to Jordan's imports 
of meat and other food products for the Civil Service Consumer 
Corporation. Dr. Anani will be accompanied by a number of senior 
officials from his ministry. 

AMMAN. May 5 (JNA) — Jordanian and Pakistani officials opened 
talks here today on technical cooperation between their countries in 
railway transportation. Taking part in the talks are a team rep- 
resenting the Aqaba Railway Corporation and one from the Pakis- 
tani railway corporation which arrived in Amman on Saturday for a 
five-day visit. Today's talks centred on dispatching Pakistani skilled 
technicians and manpower to Jordan and sending Jordanians for 
training in Pakistan. The Director General of the Aqaba Railway 
Corporation, Mr. Sahi Hamzeh briefed the Pakistani team on his 
corporation's plans and sendees. The Jordanian team at the talks, 
which were held at t he Ministry of Transport, was the Minister'-, 
Under-Secretaty, Mr. Hashem Al Taher. 

AMMAN, May 5 (JNA) — Jordan is taking part in an international 
meeting on savings techniques which will open in Vienna tomorrow. 
Delegates from 35 countries wtll discuss during the five-day meeting 
cooperation between nations on methods of saving money and on an 
international plan to achieve this end, a spokesman for the Post 
Office Savings Fund said.

Canada's unemployment stands at 7.4 % 

WASHINGTON. May 5 (AP)~ While unemployment in the 
United States jumped to 7 per cent last month, its biggest indus- 
trial rivals have been holding their rate low and steady, according 
to figures from the U.S. Department of Labour made available 

l ° hvjapan, the rate dropped in January to 1.9 per cent a record 
low since 1975. The number of jobless West Germans fell to 2.8 
per cent last winter and has held steady at that rate through 
March. This is lower than it has been since 1974. 

Of the countries surveyed by the Labour Department, only 
Canada's rate clearly exceeds that of the United States— 7.4 per 
cent in March. Canada’s rate has been rising slowly since last 
summer. Britain's unemployment also began rising again about 
that time and reached 6.1 per cent in February, when the U.S.

Algeria affirms gas stand; Kuwait denies oil cutback m ai inn barrels a rtav 


PARIS, May 5 (R)--Algeria will 

suspend its exports of liquefied gas 
if consumers do not want to pay 
the higher prices now being asked, 
Algerian Oil Minister Belkacem 
Nabi said in an interview pub- 
lished in Paris today. 

Mr. Nabi told the daily news- 
paper Le Matin that Algeria’s oil 
sales were sufficient to meet the 
country’s foreign currency needs. 
“Algeria is ready to stop pro- 
duction of liquefied gas... .we are 
of course ready to continue 
exporting natural gas to France 
and to Europe but no longer at any 
price," Mr. Nabi said. The 
Algerian minister said price rises 
were necessary to meet pro- 
duction costs which involved pay- 
ing foreign technicians and techni- 
cal expenses. 


Algeria recently suspended a 
350 million franc ($83 million) 
order for gas liquefaction equip- 
ment from a French firm. It also 
suspended a contract with a U.S. 
firm for the building of the plant 
where the equipment was to be 
used. 

Onlhe other hand. Kuwait gov- 
ernment officials clarified today 
that Kuwait did not plan any addi- 
tional cutbacks in its oil pro- 
duction beyond the 25 per cent 
reduction that went into effect 
April 1st. The officials, who did 
not wish to be identified, were 
commenting on a statement by 
'Iranian Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Qotbzadeh. 

Mr. Qotbzadeh told a Tehran 
press conference yesterday 
Kuwait and Qatar had agreed_to 


cut back oil production and 
exports to the West if necessary. 
The Iranian minister did not 
elaborate, but observers in Tehran 
said the cutback was to be aimed 
at countering U.S.-led efforts to 
apply economic sanctions against 
Iran, to force the release of the 53 
American hostages held in Tehran 
for the past six months. 

The Kuwait officials said 
Kuwait bad already cutback its 
production on April 1st from two 
million to 1.5 million barrels a 
day. The officials denied intending 
any additional cutback. 

Meanwhile, Bahrain will begin 
negotiations within the next two 
weeks on buying a large share in 
the country’s American-owned oil 
refinery, oil sources said. 

Bahrain has told Bahrain Pet- 


-roleum Company that it wsmts to 
buy an interest in the 250,000 bar- 
re Is a day refinery which is owned 
by Caltex, a jointly-owned sub- 
sidiary of Standard Oil Company 
of California and Texaco. 

The negotiations may be held in 
London and will cover the size of 
the stake Bahrain would take and 
also the value of the refinery, they ■ 
said. Bahrain is seeking 60 to 75 
per cent The refinery processes 
all Bahrain’s 50,000 barrels a day 
crude oil output but 80 per cent of 
its oil comes from Saudi Arabia 
via a pipeline. 

The refinery, established in 
1936 as Cal rex’s first venture, 
exports 97 per cent of its output 
through the Caltex network. It has 
4.200 employees. 


S. Arabia launches ambitious $235 b. 5-year plan 


BAHRAIN, May 5 lRl~The 
Saudi Arabian cabinet has 
approved a $235 billion five-year 
development plan aimed at chang- 
ing the structure of the kingdom's 
economy by building up pro- 
ductive industry. Information 
Minister Mohammad Abdo 
Yamani said. 

The 1980-1985 plan also calls 
for a monetary and financial pol- 
icy to control inflation, proposes 
fundamental changes in gov- 
ernment organisation to improve 
efficiency, and boosts spending on 
education and training, the minis- 
ter said. It is Saudi Arabia's third 
five-year plan. 

The official Saudi press agency 
quoted Dr. Yamani as saying that 
investment in the economy under 


the new plan, approved last night 
by a cabinet meeting led by King 
Khalid, would total 7S2.8 billion ■ 
riyals ($235 billion! compared 
with 623.3 billion riyals ($187 bil- 
lion) for all spending under the 
1975-1980 five-year plan. 

Dr. Yamani said planning 
Minister Hisham Nazer told the 
cabinet this was the first Saudi 
development plan aimed at chang- 
ing the structure of the economy 
by building up productive indus- 
try. Mr. Nazer said 37.3 per cent 
of investment under the new plan 
would be put into productive 
industries, compared with 25.1 
per cent under the old plan, with 
the aim of diversifying the king- 
dom’s economy, now heavily 
dependent on the export of crude 


Investment on infrastructure 
projects, many of which now are 
complete, will be cut to 35.5 per 
cent of the new plan from 50 per 
cent of the old. Spending on edu- 
cation and training, vital in a coun- 
try where foreigners fill the bulk of 
skilled and unskilled jobs, will be 
raised to 19 per cent of the new 
plan from 15 per cent. 

Mr. Nazer said the plan also 
included controls on spending and 
“fundamental changes in the pre- ■ 
sent government organisation to 
make best use of the human 
resources available and to guaran- 
tee a higher level of per- 
formance.” He did not elaborate. 

The planning .minister said the 
plan laid down a monetaiy and 


financial policy to control mfla- 
-tion. He gave no details and cur- 
rent figures for Saudi inflation are ' 
not available, although gov- 
ernment reports mention inflatio- 
nary pressures to which the 
economy is exposed from abroad. 

The minister was not quoted as 
giving any estimates of Saudi 
Arabia’s revenues over the five 
years of the plan. But the Saudi 
Arabian Monetaiy Agency (SA- 
MA) projects total revenues of 
1 60 billion riyals ($48 billion) dur- 
ing the financial year ending this 
month. 

SAMA estimated that 98.7 per 
cent of this revenue would come 
from sales of crude oil, of which 
Saudi Arabia is the world's biggest 
exporter.

Belgian Grand Prix motor race results 

ZOLDER, Belgium, May 5 (R) - Frenchman Didier Pironi 
destroyed his rivals to win die Belgian Grand Prix motor race here 
yesterday. The 28-year-old Ligier driver led throughout the 
72-lap race and deservedly recorded the first world Formula One 
championship triumph of his carreer. 

Pironi burst ahead of the WOliams of Alan Jones at the start and 
kept the Australian in second place throughout. Jones' team mate 
Carlos Reuiemann of Argentina finished third, a long way adrift 
of the leading pair while Frenchman Rene Arnoux snatched 
fourth position in his Renault after overtaking the Tyrrell of 
compatriot Jean-Pierre Jarrier on the last lap. 

Canadian Gilles Vilteneuve came sixth in his Ferrari and gained 
his first championship point of a disappointing season. Die first 
three drivers completed the 306.86 kilometre race one lap ahead 
of their rivals. 

The fine last minue effort by Arnoux, the winner m Brazil and 
South Africa, took him into a dear lead in the championship 
standing with 2 1 points. Amoux is two points in front of Jones and 
four ahead of fourth placed Pironi.

Russian sets world record in weightlifting 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia. May 5 (AP) - David Rigert of the 
Soviet Union set a new worid record in weightlifting Friday with 
181 kilogrammes for the snatch in the categoiy of up to 100 kilos. 
He also daimed the previous worid mark — 180.5 kg. The record 
was set at the 39th European weightlifting championship under- 
way here, with the domination of East European atheletes. 

The six-time world record holder and nine-time European 


champion could not claim the world mark for the biathlon event, 
which computes the two previous events, since it was set in his 
fourth attempt. The 3 3 -year-old sports instructor from Taganrok 
won the European championship in snatch on the strength of the 
177.5 kilos, the jerk event with 210 kilos and biathlon with 387.5 
kilogrammes. 

Jordan football tournament results 

AMMAN. May 5 (JT) -- Jordan's 1980 football iournamem 
playoffs took by surprise two of the primary challengers com- 
peting for the championship in two games played yesterday and 
today at AJ Hussein Sports Gty. 

Second-place Al Hussein of Irbid was trounced 2-1 yesterday 
by last-place Al Jeel. Al Ramtha crippled any chance that Al 
Faysali might have had when the former streaked to a 3-0 victory 
and clinched a first division position for another year. 

Strengthened by the two major contenders' defeat, 1979 
champions and 1980 leaders Al Ahli will meet Al Wihdat tomor- 
row. Should they win. their lead will be further strengthened. 

Pre-Olympic basketball starts tomorrow 

GENEVA, May 5 1 R) — A two-week tournament to choose three 
European qualifiers for the Olympic basketball finals at the Mos- 
cow Games will start in Switzerland tomorrow, and so far only one 
of the 20 countries has dropped out. Despite uncertainties about 
participation in the Moscow Games, the organisers said only the 
Irish basketball team, citing cash problems, had failed to confirm 
its original entry for the pre-Olympic competition. 

Italy, Czechoslovakia and Spain are tipped to win group com- 
petitions taking place in different Swiss towns this week, going 
forward to an eight-nation competion in Geneva next week to 
decide the final three. The European winners are scheduled to 
join world champions Yugoslavia, as well as the United States. 
China and European champions Soviet Union in the last 12 at 
Moscow. 

Spain's sharpshooter Wayne Brabaender 34, helped the coun- 
try take sixth place in the 1979 European championship, but the 
Spaniards can expect challenges from Poland and Finland in their 
Group B games in Lucerne. 

Czechoslovakia's seven giants, all more than two metres tall, 
have been training intensively for several weeks to prepare for 
their Group C games in Vevey. Their main competition will come 
from Sweden and Switzerland, both bolstered by American-born 
players, and a Greek team which has however lost some key 
players since last year's European championship.

Congo by huge crowds 


BRAZZAVILLE, Congo, May 5 (R) 
— Hundreds of thousands of happy 
Congolese chanting and waving 


crosses and flags greeted Pope John 
Pan! when he arrived here today by 
Congo River barge from Zaire. 


The Pope, looking relaxed 
despite his gruelling schedule, 
waved back at the excited hand- 
clapping throngs who had waited 
for hours in this hot and humid 
riverside capital, where sidestreets 
had been turned into mud by a 
dawn thunderstorm. 

When his riverboat completed 
its 17-minute crossing of the 
chocolate- coloured fast-flowing 
Congo, be was greeted by the 
Congo's leftist president Colonel 
Denis Sassou-Nguesso and a 
21-gun salute. 

'Hie Pope, on the second stage 
of his six-nation ten day tour of 
Africa, asked the Congo gov- 
ernment to allow the church the 
right to operate in full freedom 
and promised it would not 
endanger the state. 

The state can count on the loyal 
collaboration of the church while 
it acts to serve mankind, the Pope 
told the president at the Congo 
dockside. 

And the church in the name of 
its spiritual mission asks the lib- 
erty to speak to consciences as

well as the possibility for believers 
to profess their faith publicly, he 
added. 

“I know Mr. President that you 
understand this hope which would 
not endanger the state,” the 59- 
year-old Pontiff declared. 

Church-state relations have 
improved after a difficult period in 
this former French colony with a 
population of 1.4 million, of

whom some ,637,000 are sai d to be 
Catholic. The Congo recently 
sent its first ‘^ambassador to the 
Vatican. 1 

Zn 1964, the leftist government 
nationalised church schools and in 
1977 Congo Cardinal Emile Biay- 
enda was assassinated. 

During a visit to Brazzaville's 
cathedral, the Pope prayed at the ' 
cardinal's simple tomb. 

The high point of the Pope's 
Brazzaville stop was a mass which 
.he celebrated under the burning 
noonday sun on the Boulevard des 
Armees (Boulevard of the 
• Armies) accompanied by insistent 
drumbeats. 

In his speech of welcome. Pres- 
ident Sassou-Nguesso declared 
that his government wanted a 
fruitful dialogue with the Holy 
See. 

The Pope came to Brazzaville 
from the Zaire capital of Kin- 
shasa, where he celebrated a mass 
yesterday attended by a huge 
throng. Before it started, nine 
people died in a stampede to get 
into the area where the mass was 
to be held. 


ATHENS. May 5 (R) - Prime 
Minister Constantine Karamanlis 
was today elected president of 
Greece. He will succeed Mr. Con- 
stantine Tsatsos whose five-year 
term ends on June 20. 

Mr. Karamanlis, 73, leader of 
the New Democracy Party which 
commands 174 of the 300 seats in 
parliament, was the only can- 
didate and received 183 votes in 
the election by the house. The 
extra votes came from deputies of 
the five smaller parties or inde- 
pendents. 

The prime minister had nar- 
rowly failed to get- elected in two 
previous ballots last month when 
he needed a 200-vote majority. In 
today's third and final ballot he 
required only 180 votes. 

The 93 deputies of the Panhel- 
lenic Socialist Movement (Pasok), 
.the major opposition party, 
refused to vote in the election. 

The 1 1 deputies of the 
Moscow-oriented Greek Com- 
munist Party and 1 1 deputies from 
smaller parties and independents 
either cast blank votes or voted 
against Mr. Karamaalis. Two 
deputies were absent. 

Mr. Karamanlis’ election fol- 
lows a 45-year career during 
which he held many ministeria] 
posts and ruled Greece as prime 
minister for a total of 14 years. 

As president of the republic, he 
will not be involved in policy mak- 
ing but he will be able to block 
legislation, order referendums on 
crucial national issues and dissolve 
parliament if the house no longer 
represents the will of the elec- 
torate. 

Mr. Karamanlis will resign his 
seat in parliament and is expected 
to submit his government's res- 
ignation to the outgoing president 
tonight. Then bis party will elect a 
new leade r who will be assigned by 
the president to form a new gov- 
ernment. Until then, the present 
cabinet will stay on as a caretaker 
government. 

Mr. Karamanlis' successor is 
likely to be either Defence Minis- 
ter Evangelos Averoff-Tositsas or 
Foreign Minister George Rallis. 

The new government is 
expected to be sworn in early next 
week and to seek a vote of con- 
fidence in parliament later this 
month. 

In an address to the speaker of 
the house who went to Mr. 
Karamanlis' office to announce 
the result of the ballot, the 


president-elect said that his aim is 
to strengthen democratic rule and 
to safeguard national unity. 

“My main aim wfll be to con- 
solidate calm political life which is 
the prerequisite for the normal 
functioning of parliamentary 
democracy,” Mr. Karamanlis said. 

The leader of Pasok, Mr. 
Andreas Papandreou, told repor- 
ters after the ballot that new elec- 
tions should be held immediately 
for a new parliament. He said that 
with the election of Mr. Karaman- 
lis as president, the country 
entered a period of rapid political 
developments which inevitably 
would lead to an electoral contest 


Among those present at the 
open-air Kinshasa mass, cele- 
brated in front of a Chinese-built 
peoples palace, were President 
Mobutu Sese Seko and bis bride of 
four days. 

The Pope also ordained nine 
African bishops and told them 
that the Roman Catholic Church 
stood for justice and sought to 
defend the poor and oppressed in 
Africa and the world. 

The bishops were from Zaire, 
Burundi, Sudan and Djibouti 

Pope John Paul was applauded 
when he told them: “You con- 
tribute to the formation of honest 
and courageous citizens who are 
needed by the country and 
enemies of corruption and injus- 
tice.” 

After his seven-hour Braz- 
zaville visit, the Pope was flying to 
the Zaire town of Kisangani in the 
heart of central Africa. 


Genscher urges Europe 
to take pro-U.S. stance 


KARLSRUHE, West Germany, 
May 5 (R) — West German Fore- 
ign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher yesterday called on 
Western Europe to stand solid 
with the United States against 
Soviet efforts to split the Western 
alliance. 

Mr. Genscher said in a speech 
opening a German- American 
friendship week the crises in 
Afghanistan, Iran and elsewhere 
meant Europe’s stance assumed 
international importance. 

“On it depends whether the 
West as a whole can make its con- 
tribution to securing peace and 
stability in the world in an inter- 
national political crisis,” he said. 
Europe had to take a clear stance 
and make a clear decision. 

Mr. Genscher said any Soviet 
strategy aimed at loosening 
Europe's relations with the 
United States must fail. A recent 
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Foreign Minister Genscher 


Soviet news commentary attack- 
ing West Germany gave the 
impression that propaganda was 
turning into threats, be added. 

“We shall not let ourselves be 
intimidated: the alliance to which 
we make an important con- 
tribution offers us effective pro- 
tection against pressure and 
threats.” 

“Europe must once again make 
unambiguously dear that it is, and 
wants to be, part of the West, not 
as a present to the USA but in 
recognition of its own European 
interests," Mr. Genscher 
declared. 

“The Western alliance serves 
the security of Europe and 
America. The word solidarity is 
misused when it is taken to mean 
acting in the interest of others. Sol- 
idarity really means common 
action in the common interest.” 

Mr. Genscher said Soviet read- 
iness to take risks to extend its 
sphere of influence would depend 
significally on the West's stance. 

His speech was a reassurance 
for President Carter who last 
month complained he was getting 
inadequate support from some of 
his European allies. 

West Germany owed much to 
the United States as it grew from 
the ruins of World War Two, Mr. 
Genscher said. “Not least, we owe 
it to this American contribution 
that our country became the most 
free state ever to exist on German 
soil.” 

He said German- American 
friendship was “one of the sta- 
bility factors in our world.” 


Kennedy may have caused ‘ irreparable ’ damage 


Carter, Reagan win Texas primary 


AUSTIN. Texas. May 5 I R) — 
President Carter has moved 
another step closer to renomi- 
nation with a big victory in Texas, 
but the president's campaign aides 
say Senator Edward Kennedy may 
he laying a trail of irreparable 
damage to party loyalty in this 
traditionally Democratic state. 


Mr. Reagan took more than 60 
of the 80 delegates at stake. The 
former California governor is 
widely seen as unstoppable, but 
Mr. Bush said that even a loss in 
Texas, his home state, would not 
force him from the race. 


Mr. Carter won both a popu- 
larity contest and the first step of 
his party’s delegate selection pro- 
cess in Saturday's Texas pres- 
idential primary. He defeated the 
Massachusetts senator by more 
than a two-to-one margin In the 
popular vote and is likely to cany 
at least 99 of Texas' 152 Demo- 
cratic convention delegates. 

Among Texas Republicans, 
front-runner Mr. Ronald Reagan 
defeated former U.N. ambassador 
■and Texas Congressman George 
Bush in a race where the popular 
vote was heavy and unexpectedly 
dose. Mr. Bush's strong showing 
did not translate into badly- 
needed delegate support, how- 
ever. 


Mr. Robert Beckel, the pres- 
ident's Texas campaign coor- 
dinator. said the Kennedy cam- 
paign — carefully targeted for the 
state's huge ' minority population 
— may have damaged Mr. Car- 
ter's chances of carrying the third 
most populous state in 
November's general election. 


Mr. Beckel said Mexican- 
Americans in Texas revere the 
Kennedy name, in part because of 
their respect for the senator's slain 
brothers. 


But he said Mr. Kennedy was 
turning that ethnic group irret- 
rievably against foe president. He 
said Texas minority voters were 
told by Kennedy campaigners 
that the president was a bigot and 
a carbon copy of Mr. Reagan. 

“This is a critical state. How are 


you going to repair that damage 
before the election?” he asked. 

A Kennedy campaign spokes- 
man proudly noted (hat 
Mexican -Americans here had 
gone heavily for his candidate. He 
said the president's advisers were 
already seeking excuses for a Car- 
ter loss in November. 

“He's not electable,” the 
spokesman said. “And they're 
going to try to blame us for that," 

The switching of party loyalties 
is simple, common, and unpre- 
dictable inTexas. After the voting 
there was general agreement in 
both parties that politically mod- 
erate Texans, who under other 
circumstances might have gone for 
the president, chose to vote for 
Mr. Bush instead. 

Going into Saturday's voting in 
Texas, President Carter unof- 
ficially had 1,207 delegates of the 
1,666 Democratic delegates 
needed for renomination. Senator 
Kennedy had 667. 

Mr. Reagan had 633 delegates 
of the 998 needed for his party's 
nomination. Mr. Bush had 126. 


Yugoslavia’s post-Tito regime 


based on collective leadership 


BELGRADE, May 5 (R) — Yugoslavia's post- 
Tito regime is based firmly on the unproven con- 
cept that collective leadership can be made to 
work in a communist society. 

The leaders left behind by President Tito's 
death were handpicked by him. They rose to the 
top by loyalty to his ideas. AH are capable, experi- 
enced, publicly dedicated to the Titoist vision of a 
socialist nation free from Moscow's control. 

Under their control. Yugoslavia now moves 
into a new era for the first time in 35 years without 
Mr. Tito at the helm. The consensus among 
Yugoslavs is that the collective leadership will 
succeed. 

If it does, it will be the first such achievement in 
communist history. The Soviet Union 
experimented with collectivity after Josef Stalin 
died in 1953. but h lasted only two years, by some 
assessments even less. 

Some Western analysts challenge Yugoslav 
optimism about the future, believing that even- 
tually, as happened in the Kremlin, a single 
dominant leader will push to the top. But this is 
not a general view among Western experts. 

In a more widespread forecast, the collective 
leadership will consolidate itself and will stay in 
charge, with a small group likely to emerge as an 
inner caucus, due to seniority, special talents, or 
more simply because they were closest to Mr. 
Tito. 


At Mr. Tito's urging; the country is now being 
run by two closely linked “presidencies — the 
presidency of the ruling League of Communists, 
and the presidency of the federal state. _ 

With Mr. Tito no longer there as president for 
life, the party presidency consists of 23 men: 2Z 
chosen to represent Yugoslavia’s eight regions, 
and Defence Minister Nikola Ljubicie rep- 
resenting foe 270,000-strong armed forces. 

The state presidency had nine members with 
Mr. Tito, foe eight others chosen on a regional 
basis. In the combined leadership, now there are 
27 members instead of a nominal 31 - four of 
them double as parry and state leaders. 

Under a rotation principle devised by Mr. Tito, 
the vice-president of each group changes annu- 
ally. This allows jobs to shift between the regions, 
preserving Yugoslavia's delicate ethnic balance. 

The system is similar to Switzerland’s where the 
national president also changes every year in line 
with a federal tradition. 

At President Tito's death Mr. Stevan Doron- 
jski, a 60-year-old Serb from "the Vojvodina aut- 
onomous province, takes charge^ of the party 
machine as chairman or “presiding member. 
Vice-president Lazar Kolisevski, 66, a Macedo- 
nian, becomes president of the collective state 
presidency. Under present statutes, Mr. 
Kolisevski will be replaced as president by rota- 
tion in mid -May. Mr. Doronjski next October. 


Tito: Bigger than life 


BELGRADE. May 5 (R) — Josip 
Broz Tito, tough and charismatic 
ruler of Yugoslavia for 35 years, 
defied Josef Stalin and wrote a 
new chapter in the history of 
communism. 

By successfully challenging foe 
Soviet dictator, he began a process 
which destroyed the concept of 
communism as a monolithic 
movement under Moscow's con- 
trol. Historically, this may rate as 
his greatest achievement. 

In World War Two, Marshal 
Tito led a ragtag army of guerrillas 
to a decisive victory against the 
German occupying army. After 
the war, be championed the cause 
of non-alignment and became a 
leading statesman in the Third 
World. 

His was the humblest of begin- 
nings. Born Josip Broz on May 7, 
1 982 in the village of Kumrovec in 
Croatia, then part of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire, he was one of 
15 sons of a poor blacksmith. At 
12 he became a cowherd and a 
locksmith's apprentice at 15. 

Conscripted into the Austro- 
Hungarian army, he fought 
against tsarist troops as a 
sergeant-major on the Russian 
front during World War One and 
was wounded and captured in 
1915, at the age of 22 or 23. 

It was the turning point in 
Marshal Tito's life, for he was 
freed by the Bolshevik Revolution 
of 1917 and enlisted in the Red 
International Guard, becoming 
steeped in Marxism. 

• In 1920, he returned to Yugos- 
lavia, then a fledgling state, joined 
the outlawed Communist Party 
and throughout the 1920s worked 
as a rrade union agitator. In 1928 
'he was jailed for five years for car- 
rying out communist propaganda. 

In 1937 he became secretary- 
general of the Yugoslav Com- 
munist Party. He travelled illeg- 
ally throughout the country tight- 
ening party discipline, eliminating 
factionalism and revitalising its 
ranks with new members. 

When Hitler’s Germany 
■invaded Yugoslavia in 1941, the 
party chief rallied resistance 
-forces. Two years later, backed by 


a well-organised and communist- 
led partisan army, he formed a 
provisional government known as 
the National Liberation Com- 
mittee. 


He became its president and 
took the title of marshal and 
-commander-in-chief of foe Peo- 
ple's Liberation Army. 


Soviet leader Josef Stalin was 
reluctant to send Marshal Tito's 
partisans the arms they had 
requested. The Yugoslav chief 
sent Stalin an angry telegram in

1943 saying, “If you cannot help 
us. then at least do not hinder us." 

It has been seen as the First open 
sign of a deepening irritation by 
Mr. Tito with the KreraJin. 

"Tito” was an assumed name he 
used in the communist under- 
ground before the war. However, 
a popular version later attributed 
its origin to the commando words 
in Serbo-Croat of “Ti, to, ti, to,” 
(“You will do this, you will do 
that”) which the partisan leader 
used constantly during the fight- 
ing. 

By foe end of the war in 1945, 
Marshal Tito commanded several 
hundred thousand fighters and 
had tied down some 40 German 
divisions. His National Liberation 
Committee was foe major power 
factor in Yugoslavia. 

He led the communist- 
dominated Liberation Front to 


victory at the polls in 1945. A 
Federal People's Republic of 
Yugoslavia was proclaimed on 
Nov. 29 and King Peter n was 
deposed. The Tito government 
quickly eliminated all internal 
opposition. 

His national -style communism 
modified the harshness of the 
Moscow blueprint by borrowing 
freely from capitalist experience 
in reorganising a backward 
economy. Its unique communist 
feature was decentralised work- 
ers' self-management. 

Within the limits of a one-party 
dictatorship, President Tito per- 
mitted a measure of freedom of 
thought and speech generally in 
advance of Soviet bloc practice. ’ 
By the 11th party congress of 
1978, it was even accepted in prin- 
ciple that members could express 
a different opinion from the 
majority as long as they carried 
out majority decisions. 

But President Tito reserved the 
right to impose curbs if they 
threatened his concepts and con- 
tinued to deal harshly with real 
and suspect political opponents 
and rivals. 

But, with a wide following as a 
national hero, he was able to weld 
the country into a multi-national • 
federal republic. Serbes, Croats, 
Slovenes, Bosnians, Mon- 
tenegrins and Macedonians, all 
fiercely proud and independent, 
were incorporated into a seem- 
ingly unified state with many other 
ethnic groups. 

Marshal Tito became Yugos- 
lavia's first president in 1953- 
under a new constitution and held 
the post ever since. In 1974 he was 
re-elected for an unlimited term. 

A flamboyant character as well 
as a tough one, he believed in 
enjoying life and lived for many 
years in higjh style. 

He once had a fleet of more 
than 20 large fast cars. He was 
always immaculately tailored, 
favouring brilliant white uniforms 
or lounge suits for the day and a 
dinner jacket for formal evenings. 
It was said that as a boy he 
invested his first savings in a new 
suit. 


Moscow doubtful that Muskie can 


change U.S. ‘policy of aggression 9 


MOSCOW. May 5 (R) - The 
Soviet Union this weekend sig- 
nalled strong doubt that new sec- 
retary of state Edmund Muskie 
would bring any changes to what it 
describes as foe policy of aggres- 
sion and drive for world domi- 
nation followed by the United 
States. 


Commentaries in foe Com- 
munist Party newspaper Pravda 
and by Moscow television 
suggested Senator Muskie did not 
have the weight to counter the 
influence of President Carters 
National Security Adviser Zbig- 
niew Brzezinski. 


In its weekly review of inter- 
national events today, Pravda said 
the senator had already in the past 
"been easily won over to the side 
of the supporters of a tough line” 
despite his liberal credentials. 

The tone of the commentaries 
were in strong contrast to optimis- 
tic assessments by American offi- 
cials in Washington of the Krem- 
lin's likely response to Mr. Mus- 
kie' s appointment following the 
resignation of former secretary of 
state Cyrus Vance. 

Neither Pravda nor Moscow 
television made any reference to a 
possible meeting between the 
senator and Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Gromyko in Vienna 
later this month, but Soviet 
sources said little could be 
expected from any such 
encounter. 

One Soviet insider described as 
illogical suggestions by American 


officials that Mr. Muskie was more 
acceptable to Moscow because he 
was not associated with policies 
which have angered the Kremlin. 

Although Senator Muskie was 
“a relative moderate," he had 
supported the "dirty war" in Viet- 
nam and was an unconditional 
patron of the “Israeli extremists,” 
said commentator Sergei Vish- 
nevsky. 

He had also spoken approvingly 
of the "military adventure against 
Iran" — the recent failed bid to 
rescue U.S. hostages held in 
Tehran — "and has come out in 
favour of the U.S. following an 
aggressive foreign policy,” the 
commentator added. 


"Foreign commentators are 
asking and not without reason 
whether Muskie can stand up 
against Brzezinski,” Mr. Vish- 
nevsky said. "The majority of 
informed political figures express 
doubt on that score." 


At the same time. Soviet 
sources said Mr. Gromyko was 
unlikely to refuse to meet Mr, 
Muskie in Vienna on May 16, 
where both will be attending 
celebrations of the 25th anniver- 
sary of the post-war treaty restor- 
ing Austrian independence. 

The sources said the veteran 
Soviet minister, who has dealt 
with seven American secretaries 
of state in his 23 years in foe post, 
had also been ready to meet Mr. 
Vance. 

The former secretary of state 
had been bitterly criticised over 


the past few months in the official 
Moscow press for his role in 
promoting Carter administration 
policies, although be has been 
praised since his resignation over 
the Iran rescue bid. 

But foe sources indicated that 
Mr. Gromyko would do no more 
than reiterate the Soviet view that 
the U.S. itself had been respons- 
ible for foe breakdown of the 
detenre relationship between the 
two superpowers and for current 
world tensions. 

They suggested that Mr. Muskie 
would be told the U.S. itself would 
have to create the climate for an 
improvement, a line taken by Mr. 
Gromyko during his talks with- 
French leaders in Paris two weeks 
ago. 

Soviet officials have made it 
clear they regard progress towards 
ratification of the second Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty, SALTII. 
by the U.S. Congress as a touch- 
stone of Carter administration 
intentions. 

The president asked Congress 
to suspend discussion of the treaty 
following the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan last December, 
although foe administration has 
said it still wants to see it ratified 
eventually. 

Mr. Gromyko would also be 
likely to tell Mr. Muskie the U.S. 
should tone down its criticism of 
the Soviet move into Afghanistan 
and drop Us campaign for a boy- 
cott of th'ts summer’s Moscow 
Olympic Games, the Soviet 
sources said.

SALISBURY, May 5 (R) - Polit- 
ical, economic and military unrest 
challenges Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe’s newly-independent 
Zimbabwe government. 

A wave of political violence has 
struck black suburbs, townships 
and shanty areas around Salis- 
bury, while labour unrest has 
brought 11,000 workers at major 
coal and sugar plants out on strike. 

Cbal production at the impor- 
tant Wankie fields in the west and 
sugar-harvesting at the Hippo 
Valley estates in the southeast 
were both disrupted when "African 
workers staged wildcat strikes 
demanding pay rises, labour 
ministry officials said. 

Mr. Mugabe's rise to power has 
raised expectations among the 
country’s seven million black 
majority, now wanting a bigger 
share of Zimbabwe's wealth. 

Labour officials said 3,000 
workers at Wankie colliery — the 
country's biggest domestic energy 
source - staged wildcat stoppages 
Saturday and the day before while 
8,000 sugar canecu tiers refused to 
work at Hippo Valley. 

Mr. Mugabe has urged 
black workers to be patient and 
postponed announcement of new 
minimum wage levels because of 
dissent within his cabinet about 
the inflationary repercussions of 
dramatic pay rises, government 
sources said. 

Adding to the problems con- 
fronting Mr. Mugabe's 18-day-old 
government, police sources said 
up to 400 renegade followers of 
nis wartime guerrilla ally, Mr.
